Twat extraordinary composition of O’KreEre’s, entitled Wild Oats, 
was performed last night. There are many good, and many very 
absurd things in this piece ; but upon the whole it is a lively, en- 
tertaining affair, which is submitted to by the Créties for the sake of 
the laugh it often creates. 


Mr. Ex.iston has been lang celebrated for his performance ef the 
chief character, Rover ; and really, last night, he made us forget 
that he has acted it above twenty years : for, in good soothe, he pre- 
sented it almost as fresh as ever. There is a gaite de ceur about 
Rover that requires a corresponding spring of mind in his representa- 
tive, and Mr. Elliston, cheered by an overflowing house, seemed to 
feel all the elasticity of spirit so brilliant an assemblage is capable 
of communicating to both Manager and Actors. The’ feeling spread 
to the other performers, and Wild Oats was never better represented. 
Mr. Dowron acted old Admiral Thunder as if he had been com- 
pounded of gunpowder, and every thing that came in contact with him 
were a red-hot poker. His man John Dory was tolerably like an old 
swabber—but we rather think Mr. Terry should have left the part 
to Mr. Garrie, who looks it still better. 


Mr. Munpen represented the old starched sinner, Ephraim ‘Smooth, 
with very humorous effect. Sim, by Mr. Kyicur, was, as usual, a 
yery natural performance :—His transition of voice from the laugh of 
satisfaction at having assisted Mr. Banks, to the business-tone in 
which he commenced'the inventory, was very comic. Mr. Penney as 
Harry Thunder, and Mr. Powetr, as Banks, executed their. parts 
very faithfully. The Lady Amaranth of Mrs. W. West, is a truly 
charming performance. 

After the Comedy, a mew Ballet, entitled, “ Venetian Nup- 
tials ; or, The Guardian Outwitted)’ was produced for the first 
time. The story is simple, aud appears in fact to be taken ‘fram: the 
Barber of Seville. Lorenzo a Venetian Nobleman is in love. with 
Rosina, the ward of Rivaldo, an old gentleman who wishes to, marry 
her himself. ‘The lover, attended by his confident, Pedrilla, hovers 
about the house of Rivaldo in hopes of seeing Rosina, who is at 
length drawn to the window by Lorenzo’s sigual. The guardian ‘ap- 
pears. and they are compelled to retire. On the old signor proceeding 
to the Notary’s tv give directions for a Marriage coutract between 
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him and Rosina, the lover and his attendant slip into the house, having 
previously procured a Marriage-contract drawn.up in the names of 
Lorenzo and Rosina. The Lovers mect, but are soon disturbed by 
the return 6f Rivaldo, when Lorenzo and Pedrillo hide behind a 
screen. Rivaldo urges his suit to Rosina, and, as agreed between the 
young lady and her lover, she seems to assent. The Notary arrives 
with Rivaldo’s contract which is laid on the table for signature, but 
Lorenzo dexterously removes it, and places there his own. contract, 
which being duly executed, the concealéd lover appears, and claims 
his bride to the astonishment ahd disapyéintment of the old outwitted 
guardian. 

Mr. and Mrs. Nonte as the lovers, and Mr. and Mrs. Oscar 
Byryz as the attendants, danced beautifully; as did Miss Trex in 
the character of a Peasant Girl; the Music and scenery being highly 
appropriate the Divertisement went off with considerable eclat. 

The Farce of The Rendezvous concluded the Entertainments with 
abundance of mirth.
